“What do those numbers actu- 


ally mean?” 

This is a common ques- 
tion posed about the PTA 
(Predicted Transmitting Abili- 
ty) values that form our genet- 
ic evaluations. It is usually a ‘ 
good idea to simply try to use 7° 
the best bulls for a particular 
trait and know that you are I 
getting as much superiority : q 
as is available in the breed for F } 
that trait. However, when the peed | 
numbers change significantly, 
as they will in January, it is 
worth taking a look at what Seth Johnson 
they really do mean. 

PTA’s are a measure of the 
genetic merit of an animal compared to the average genetic merit of 
a base population. Right now, our base population is comprised of 
all cows born in 2000. So, a bull that is +1,000M, should transmit 
the genetic potential to milk much more than the average cow born 
in 2000. In January, USDA will reset that base population to include 
all cows born in 2005. The resulting change in PTA’s allows us to 
see what kind of genetic progress was made from 2000 to 2005. It 
is a little bit like a report card for genetic progress in the breed. It 
is also useful to take a look at how much progress was made com- 
pared to the other dairy breeds for various traits.

In January, you will notice a drop in the PTA values for all cows 
and bulls roughly equal to the numbers listed above. Although most 
PTA values will decrease significantly, the change will not affect 
an animal’s relative ranking in the breed. Of course, some proofs 
will change as they normally do from added information, but the 
overall effect across the breed will be a big drop in values. The most 
important thing to keep in mind comes right back to using the best 
bulls in the breed regardless of their actual values. The AGA Sire 
Summary Book and the AGA web site list the top bulls for each trait 
so that breeders can get an idea of the highest values available in the 
population for each trait. 

Guernseys are one of only two breeds that showed a phenotypic 
(actual) increase in Productive Life recorded between the two base 
populations. Yet, we were also one of two breeds to show an actual 
decrease in DPR. 

It is gratifying to see that we have made solid progress for sev-

love all of these heifers but there is one 
out here that reminds me of Pistachio Pie when 
she was a heifer and that is the Spring Year- 
ling,” he said. That heifer, Rutter Bros Chal- 
lenges Laurel, has a notable uphill run and a 
nearly perfect front end. She is owned by Kelly 
Johnson of York, Pennsylvania. Her sire is Idle 
Gold E Challenge-ET. Her dam, Rutter Bros 
Lewis Laura, EX-90, was Res. Junior Cham- 
pion of the NGS-Harrisburg in 2006 and Res. 
All-American Jr. 2-Year-Old in 2008. The next 
dam was a VG-86 Poker, followed by a VG- 
88 Perfecto, the dam of the well-known show 
cow and bull mother, Rutter Bros Enhancer 
Lily, EX-94. Reserve Junior Champion honors 
went to Rutter Bros Showtime Candy-Tw, the 
winning Winter Yearling who is also owned by 
Kelly Johnson. Candy was the Jr. Champion 
of the NGS-Harrisburg earlier this fall. She is 
a daughter of Four Winds Showtime and was 
nominated All-American in 2008. Her dam is 
an EX-93 Loral with 19,000M and 825F. She 
was HM All-American Summer Yearling in 
2003. The next dam was an EX-90 Sharp with 
21,000M and 950F that was nominated Jr. All- 
American Sr. Two- Year-Old in 2000. The next 
dam, a Magic, has three records over 1 ,QOOF. 
Four Winds Mentor Highlite, owned by 
Clark and Joy Vilter of Hartland, Wisconsin, 
claimed the Intermediate Champion rosette.

If it is possible, she looked even better than 
she did when she claimed the Grand Cham- 
pion title at the NGS-Madison just a month 
earlier. She is an EX-92 daughter of Mar 
Ral Royal Mentor out of an EX-90 Regis 
daughter with over 21,000M. Highlite’s top 
record is 3-00 365D 20,387M 4.3% 884F 
3.2% 653P. The granddam is Marlee Valiant 
Hailey, EX-94, who was Res. All-American 
twice and HM once and finished her career 
with over 100,000M. Highlite used an ad- 
vantage in width at the top of her rear udder 
and through her front end to place over the 
Reserve Intermediate Champion, Warwick 
Manor Tiller Bebe. Bebe is owned by War- 
wick Manor Farm of East Earl, Pennsyl- 
vania. She is a daughter of Trotacre Loral 
Tiller-ET from a VG-86 Nances Prince with 
over 750F. The granddam was EX-90 with 
over 800F. 

Anticipation filled Freedom Hall as 
Judge Trotter prepared to select his Se- 
nior Champion. Due to the overwhelming 
quality of all six cows in contention, none 
of them were pulled forward, leaving the 
crowd to await the announcement of Asso- 
ciate Judge Becky Freed that the winning 
Four-Year-Old, White Hall Tillers Barley 
would be the Reserve Senior Champion.

Joke, the 2006 All-American Jr. 2-

pull forward as he named her the Senior 
Champion. Although her best days may be 
still ahead of her as she progresses in this 
lactation, Joke is already milking over 100 
pounds per day and looks fantastic with a 
snugly attached and balanced udder and a 
tall, dairy frame with plenty of width. She 
is owned by Springhill Farm of Big Prai- 
rie, Ohio. She is a daughter of Tiller out of 
an EX-90 dam with 25,000M, 1,100F and 
850P. Joke’s own top record is 2-00 365D 
24,167M 4.8% 1,158F 3.3% 794P. She was 


joined at the show by a pair of daughters: 


the third-place Fall Yearling and the fifth- 
place Spring Calf. Joke was bred by Dix Lee 
Farm of Phillipsburg, Missouri and was the 
high seller in the 2007 National Sale. She 
has four sons in AI (by Aaron, Spider and 
Mentor) and nine daughters on the ground. 

Despite the drama of Senior Champion 
selection, the show was far from over. 
Judge Trotter conferred with his Associate 
Becky Freed as the six finalists entered the 
ring. Then, noting that there was one cow 
that really stood out of the crowd, he again

"invited proud owner Chris Lang of Sprin- 
ghill Farm to pull Dix Lee Tiller Joke for- 
ward to be named Grand Champion. She 
had an advantage in overall length of frame 
and more style throughout than the Reserve 
Grand Champion, Four Winds Mentor De- 
light, who, despite giving up several inches 
in stature to the Champion, stands wider in 
the front end and had the advantage of be- 
ing more clean-cut throughout. They made 
a fantastic pair of cows to conclude the 
show season. 

The Total Performance Cow was Dix 
Lee Tyler Izzy, EX-91. She was nominated 
All-American in 2005 and 2008 and was 
the All-American Fall Yearling in 2006. 
She has top record of 4-00 305D 22,390M 
4.5% 1,018F 3.5% 774P. Her dam was an 
EX-90 cow with 975F and 750P. She is 
bred and owned by Dix Lee Guernseys of 
Phillipsburg, Missouri. 

Villa Crest Wynn Riona, EX-92, was the 
NASCO International Type and Production 
Award winner. She has a top record of 3-07 
356D 25,340M 5.1% 1,293F 3.6% 906P. She 
was Nom. All-American in 2008 and was the 
Res. Grand Champion of the NJS-Madison. 
Her dam is EX-92 with over 100,000M, the 
next dam is EX-91 with over 150,000M. The 
third dam was a VG-88 Larksdale-bred cow. 
Riona is bred and owned by Marlys Weaver 
of Goshen, Indiana. 

Pennsylvania won the state herd banner.
